Postoffice Sets 


New Record for 


Yearly Receipts 


During the first part of this 
year the Palm Springs postoffice 
set a new record of receipts which 
virtually assures that it will step 
upward into the rank of a first 
class postoffice next year. 
Figures released by Postmaster 
R. M. Gorham show the office has 
taken in $27,648.60, as compared 
to $23,323.70 during the similar 
period last year. This is a gain 
of $4325, or about 17 percent. 
For a postoffice to attain the 
first-class ranking the net re­ 
ceipts must total $40,000. Palm 
Springs has barely missed this 
figure several years in succession. 
But judging by the total for the 
year thus far, the required mark 
should be considerably exceeded. 
Big Net 
Palm Springs did in fact have 
a net of $46,000 last year but was 
forced to discount this fifteen per­ 
cent because it did not have car­ 
riers and for other reasons. 
Raising the status of the office 
will enable it to have various 
new phases of service and office 
equipment not possible under the 
present rating. 
If and when it does become a 
first-class office it will be the 
only one other than Riverside in 
the county. 
An interesting fact pointed out 
by Gorham is that the Palm 
Springs postoffice does in s ix 
months as large a business as is 
done by most good big first-class 
offices in an entire year. 
As scheduled, the Palm Springs 
postoffice will discontinue mail 
service on Sunday, beginning 
next Sunday, May 12th, it was 
announced today by R. M. "Pop” 
Gorham, postmaster. 
There will be neither incoming 
nor outgoing mail on Sundays 
thereafter until next fall. Post­ 
master Gorham emphasized, how­ 
ever, that mail may still be post­ 
ed at the local postoffice up to 
8 o’clock Saturday night.

H. H. Foster is the contractor. 
King Charney, who recently 
acquired the Lone Palm bunga­ 
low group on Indian avenue, ob­ 


tained a permit to spend $1373 
for a new decorative wall on the 
north property line. The old ga­ 
rage structures on that side will 
be removed. 
Other permits for the period, 
reported by Building Inspector 
Charles Burket, are as follows:

The raise gives Richard­ 
son a yearly salary of $3.000. 
Rumor was rife about the vil­ 
lage that there would be fire­ 
works at this meeting, held at the 
high school at 2:30 in the after­ 
noon. Consequently there was a 
pretty fair audience. All members 
of the board were there. 
But there were no fireworks. 
There were, however, two neat 
ittle talks by Bill Hillery, for the 
school board, and Mrs. Billie 
Lipps, wife of Tom Lipps, speak­ 
ing for a number of the parents. 
Goes Smoothly 
While the cooled edges of a 
once hot dispu.e showed in the 
course of proceedings, everything 
went off evenly and apparently 
most satisfactory to all concern­ 
ed.Chairman Raymond Cree took 
the figurative bull by the horns 
at the outset of the meeting and 
as first matter of business, there 
being no 
committee reports, 
brought before the board the mat­ 
ter of the teachers' contracts. 
Secretary Hillery read the names 
of the teachers. He immediately 
moved that the contracts be sign­ 
ed and mailed to the applicants. 
The list, of course, included the 
name of Principal Morris F. Rich­ 
ardson. 
The motion was seconded. 
Chairman Cree asked if there 
were any remarks. Whereupon 
Willard McKinney brought for­ 
ward two petition cards, saying 
his mother was away and unable 
to present them and he was doing 
so in her stead. He said there 
were two other such cards but 
he had been unable to get them. 
Secretary Hillery read the peti­ 
tions which stated simply the un­ 
dersigned asked the removal of 
Richardson as principal during 
the 1940-'41 school year.

Hillery Talks 
Following this Hillery gave a 
little talk in which he said he had 
made an extensive investigation 
with Dr. Gunnerson for quite a 
period of time and could f i n d 
nothing in all the various small 
things brought up in criticism of 
Principal Richardson to justify so 
serious an action as his removal. 
He declared that the board felt 
that next year there will be bet­ 
ter contact and relationship be­ 
tween teachers and parents. A 
few of the parents might have 
been somewhat at fault in the 
recent school crisis, declared Hill­ 
ery. He further stated the charge 
of laxity in conducting school af­ 
fairs, which has been quite gen­ 
erally made, will certainly have 
no future justification, if it has 
in the past. 
“This meeting has been called 
to listen to objections," said Hill­ 
ery. “It would take too much 
time, we feel, to hear those who 
feel the other way about the mat­ 
ter.”He concluded by proposing the 
$150 increase, suggested by Dr. 
Gunnerson, be included in th e 
resolution of approval for the con­ 
tracts and said the board and ev­ 
eryone concerned felt that the 
m atter of difficulties at the high 
school be best forgotten and ev­ 
ery effort made to forge ahead 
without further trouble. 
Frank Pershing expressed him­ 
self in full accord with Hillery’s 
expressed sentiments.

BORING FROM W ITH IN AGAIN 


If any department of this government has been 
free of political influences, it is the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation. 
That is a testimonial to the 
integrity of the various Attorney Generals who 
have had charge of the bureau—and to its director. 
J. Edgar Hoover. 
The department has done more to reduce and 
punish serious crime in this country than any othei 
agency—whether or not the crimes were commit­ 
ted by men of high or low station, by men without 
influence or men with great pull. 
And that tat t 
may have something to do with the current cam ­ 
paign to “smear Hoover” and his department. Left- 
wing organizations have joined the hunt in full cry. 
However, the smear technique seem s to have been 
deflated like a suddenly punctured tire. 
It wras charged that the FBI made a general 
practice of wire-tapping—yet not a single provable 
instance has been produced. 
It has been chaiged 
that the FBI mistreated some persons recently ar­

So 
the ‘sm ear’ tactics are not in full force to confuse 
the public and bring disrepute to one Government 
bureau that simply refuses to play politics—or fa­ 
vorites—or be bought.”

the list of salad fruits is the orange. 
Oranges are 
available 
the year 
around 
from 
California 
groves, 
where the Navel variety ripens 
during the winter and Valencia 
oranges are picked all summer. 
This season the fruit is unexcelled. 
In addition to the healthful min­ 
erals and vitamins in which oranges 
abound, making them among the 
most potent as well as the most 
palatable of spring tonics, they are 
marvelous 
mixers 
with seasonal 
fruits. 
Navel oranges are easiest 
to divide into sections; when using 
the summer Valencias it is usually 
better to slice them. 
In any case 
the entire outer skin and membrane 
should bo peeled away from the 
fruit, down to the juicy meat, as 
shown in the photograph.

LOW BIDDER 


ON ROAD JOB 
The George Herz company of 
San Bernardino, w ith a bid of 
$337.335 submitted the lowest 
of 13 bids opened Thursday in 
Los Angeles by the department 
of public works in the s l a t e 
building, on the contract for 
widening of the highway be­ 
t w e e n Banning and Palm 
Springs junction, on Highway 
99. 
The bids were referred to a 
committee for consideration, and 
contract probably will be aw ard­ 
ed on the job this week. It is ex­ 
pected the work will commence 
about June 1 and will be com­ 
pleted within a 300-day time lim­ 
it under the contract. 
For the widening, a part of the 
most extensive highway project 
of the current biennium within 
the Riverside county area, $481,­ 
000 was included in the schedule 
by the state highway commis­ 
sion for 1939-41. 
The improvement will be car­ 
ried out on an 11-mile section 
from the east city limits of Ban­ 
ning to the Palm Springs junc­ 
tion. Two new lanes of pavement 
will be laid to supplement t h e 
existing two lanes, and a central 
dividing strip will be installed. 
Both new lanes will be laid on 
the north of the existing lanes, 
and for these the highway divi­ 
sion has acquired a right-of-way 
120 feet wide. The new lanes to­ 
gether will be 23 feet wide, with 
a seven-foot shoulder, whereas 
the existing lanes are 20 feet wide 
with an eight-foot shoulder. For 
most of the distance, the dividing 
strip will be 30 feet wide. 
Three bridges are included in 
the project, two of them crossing 
branches of Stubby creek wash 
and the third spanning Fornat 
wash. 
Specifications call for 347,000 
cubic yards of roadway excava­ 
tion, 19,600 barrels of Portland 
cement and 537,000 pounds of re­ 
inforcing steel. 
The project will be a continua­ 
tion of the widening of Ocean-to- 
Ocean highway from the Red- 
lands-Riverside junction west of 
Beaumont to Eighth street 
in 
Banning. Bids for this work were 
opened several weeks ago. and 
the low estimate was S155.667, 
submitted by Oswald Brothers, 
Los Angeles.

Excessive speed continued to be 
the principal contributing cause 
of traffic fatalities in 1939, ac­ 
cording to W. G. Julier, safety 
engineer of the Gilmore Oil Com­ 
pany. In fact, 36.5 percent of all 
deaths and 22.5 percent of all in­ 
juries occurring in motor vehicle 
accidents were charged against 
speed, public enemy number one 
on United States highways. 
_ 
However, reckless driving, the f 
grim companion of speed, was the 
second most frequent cause of 
mishaps, reports the Gilmore en­ 
gineer, and accounted for 3220 
fatalities and 92,790 injuries. 
Other causes placing high in fre­ 
quency were: driving on wrong 
side of road, failing to yield right 
of way, driving off roadway, and 
cutting in. 
Some improvement was shown 
last year in one type of accident 
that formerly occurred all too 
frequently, points out the Gilmore 
executive. This was the mishap 
that occurred in passing standing 
street cars. Last year only two 
percent of all fatalities and three 
percent of all injuries were caus­ 
ed by failure of motorists to ob­ 
serve care in passing street car 
zones. 
Another type of traffic mishap 
that declined in frequency was 
that occurring from ftulure of 
drivers to give the proper hand 
signal. 
Julier commented that contin­ 
uous safety educational programs 
conducted by civic and private 
organizations can reduce the na­ 
tional fatality toll in all types of 
traffic accidents.

A boatload 
of San Diego fisherm en made the 
same trip in Sport Fisher No. 1. 
There w ere about sixty men on 
that boat and they brought in a 
total of 247 fish. So the record 
of the villagers was all the more 
impressive.

The best plans of other 
states will be used in the commit­ 
tee recommendations for the new

vastly curtailing the powers of 
the SRA. 
The report will quote Hoehler 
that injection of politics in re­ 
lief has been the greatest handi­ 
cap faced in any state. Criticism 
of politics in administration

California's SRA has been wide­ 
spread. 
According to Hoehler's 
testi­ 
mony, newspapers in the 
East 
have carried more stories about 
California's relief situation than 
about any other one phase of life 
in the Golden State.
